It is reported th at th e G ran d J u ry have 
determ ined to iu d ict th e H ealth B oard aud 
the B oard of A lderm en for m isdem eanor in 
having 
w ilfully 
violated th e law s and 
neglected th eir official duty. 
T he action of 
tho G rand Ju ry w ill be heartily approved 
by th e citizens of New Y'ork. 
T he issue lies 
now betw een an u tte r disregard and defi­ 
ance of law by neglectful, incapable or cor­ 
ru p t officials and tho safety a n d conven­ 
ience of a m illion and a q u arter of people. 
Tho abuse of power has grown to bo so out­ 
rageous and the insolence of office-holders so 
overbearing th at tho citizens can hope for 
no protection outside th e crim inal courts. 
R ecorder H ack ctt’s charge was m ade none 
too soon, and it rem ains to be seen w hether 
A lderm en and o th er p ublic servants can 
with im p unity defy tho courts and set 
them selves u p as su p erio r to tho laws. 
T he d u ty of the B oard of H ealth is clearly 
defined. 
Its officers arc responsible for the 
sanitary condition of tho city, au d their 
powers are designedly largo, iu o rd er that 
they m ay effectually and prom ptly protect 
tho public health. 
W ith the in ten tio n that 
every occupation likely, from its nature, 
to create a p u b lic nuisance m ay be wholly 
u u d er the control of tho health officers 
it is m ade illegal to follow any busi­ 
ness likely to create offensive and 
in­

sm ells 
dangerous tto tho pu b lic health. 
Tho code 
designates how such establishm ents, 
for 
w hich perm its are granted, shall bo con­ 
ducted, and carefully guards against any of 
them becom ing p u b lic nuisances. 
I f tbe 
law is observed th ere can he no offensive 
or dangerous odors from any such establish­ 
m ents. 
If they do* becom e nuisanoes tbe 
im m ediate d u ty of the B oard is to close and 
prosecute thorn. 
If the Board has n o t done 
this, b u t has, on the contrary, allow ed these 
nuisances to exist u n til they have destroyed 
neighborhoods and sw elled the death list 
above tho rate of any other city, then the 
officers of tho Board have been grossly and 
w ilfully negligent of thoir official duties, 
and ought to bo in d icted and rem oved from 
office. 
T he offence alleged ag ain st th e Board of 
A lderm en is equally grave. 
Tho A lderm en 
w ho have suspiciously persisted in g ran t­ 
ing valuable privileges In d ire c t violation 
of tb e law, and in defiance of tho legal 
opinion of th e C orporation Counsel, th e 
protest of the C om m issioner of T nblic 
W orks and tho veto of tho M ayor, deserve 
in d ictm en t an d p u n ishm ent. 
T h eir recent 
action iu coarsely assailing tho Judge who, 
in the disohargo of his liighest duty, called 
the uttuntiou of the G rand Ju ry to those al­ 
leged violations of law, only aggravates ¡ 
thoir offence. 
T hey not only disregard the 
statutes, b u t defy tho courts. 
I t is ab o u t 
tim o to ascertain w hether tho city is pro- 
tiKJled by law o r is in tho hands and at tho 
m ercy of tho sort of m en who are m ade Al­ 
derm en.

spring regatta on Seneca Lake, open to oil 
am ateur crews, w ith th e object of testing 
the qualities of our am ateur oarsm en who 
ore to go to E ngland as th e representatives 
o f th e U n ited States, has excited m uch in ­ 
terest throughout the country. 
Tho regatta 
takes place on Tuesday, W ednesday and 
T liursday of next week, and, if properly 
m anaged, will be one of tho m ost im portant 
am ateur contests ever held on Am erican 
waters. 
In order to bo a sncccss, however, 
it m ust steer clear of the squabbles and 
jealousies of self-constituted “ associations” 
and be conducted on in dependent and ju st 
p rinciples. 
T he object of the regatta is to 
find out w hich are o u r best am ateur crews, 
w hether they belong to one “ association” or 
another. 
The W atkins G len Club m ust 
judge of tbe qualifications of tbe contes­ 
tan ts a n d m ake its own rules, otherw ise it 
w ill get in to tbo quicksands of rival in ­ 
terests, jealousies, and it m ay be fears, 
w hich will destroy all its proposed plans 
and m ake its regatta a ridiculous failure. 
T he dangers to bo avoided at Seneca Lako 
are show n in an article recently published 
in an E nglish sp o rtin g paper, 
and re­ 
produced in 
tho H e u x l d last Thursday. 
From th is it appears th at a body styling 
itself tho N ational Association of Am ateur 
O arsm on has arrogated the rig h t to decido 
dogm atically w hat oarsm en sholl or shall 
not bo regarded as am ateurs. 
The “ associ­ 
atio n ” is sim ply a com bination of forty or 
fifty am ateur clubs out o f about six h u n ­ 
dred in tho U nited States, w hich has formed 
itself into a self-constituted j udgo of the qual­ 
ifications of oarsm en n ot connected w ith 
its own body. 
E leven other sim ilar associ­ 
ations m ight be form ed by tho five hundred 
and fifty clubs o utside th is com bination, 
w ith equal authority to m ake suoh 
de­ 
cisions. 
T he N ational A ssociation chose 
to pronounce a m em ber of th e A rgonauta 
C lub a “ professional,” and to disqualify him 
as an am ateur oarsm an, th e reason being, 
oooordifig to th e L ondon Field, th at “ he had 
been a fisherm an.” 
T he Schuylkill Navy 
B oard of T ennsylvania relused to recog­ 
nize the assum ed au thority of tho so-called 
“ N ational A ssociation,” an d allow ed th e 
oarsm an in question to row in the C enten­ 
nial In tern atio n al R egatta. 
T he 
Long 
B ranch Row ing A ssociation also laugli«d at 
the jirotest of the “ N ational A ssociation,” 
and recognized th e right of the same oars­ 
m an to row in the regatta at T leasnre Bay 
last year. 
Tho A thletics, tho C olum bia 
College crew, the N autilus, tho D auntless, 
tho N ereids and o th er clubs have rowed 
against him since his p reten d ed “ di^quali- 
fication” by th e N ationals. 
T he “ disq u ali­ 
fied” oarsm an has rowed at H enley for tho 
am ateur diam ond sculls in tho A talanta 
boat against 
the L ondon Row ing C lub 
in the in ternational regatta nt Saratoga 
Lake, and has never before nor since his 
“ disqualification” done any act of a pro­ 
fessional 
oham ctor, 
e ith er 
by 
row ing 
against professionals or for a m oney prize. 
B ut the “ N ational A ssooiatiou” has m ade 
itself still m ore rid icu lo u s by assum ing to 
“ disqualify” 
other am ateurs 
who
